Th e rapier was in general use on th e 
continent some y ears before it made its 
appearance in England, wh ere, it must 
be said, it was received with scorn and 
ridicule, as being much too effeminate a 
weapon for any self respecting son of 
Mars to trifie with . 
Th e cavaliers of 
France, Spain and Italy , h owever, were 
adepts 111 th e intricate science of sword 
play , and used it with a fatal subtlety . 
Th e cutlass, wh ich we read about in 
Captain M a rry a tt’s stirring tales, and 


111 th e th rilling stories of th e exploits oi 
pirates on th e ¡Spanish Main, was sh ort 
and rath er broad and flat in th e blade, 
wh ich h ad an exceedingly sh arp double 
edge. 
Th e y atagh an and scimiter bear 
h e evidence of th eir oriental origin in 
th eir curved blades, and suggest th e a n ­ 
cestry of tin- saber. 
Th e saber is th e 
most important cutting implement of 
modern armies. It is distinguish ed from 
th e sword proper by th e single edged 
blade, wh ich attains its greatest th ick­ 
ness at th e h ack, and is grim ly suggest­ 
ive of th e d ir e effects of a .» winging cav­ 
alry ch arge. 
Th e seh iavone— a notable 
sword of th e Italian soldiery —carried a 
conspicuous guard, extending from th e 
quj 1 Ions to th e pummel, formed of a 
lattice work of metal bands th at resem­ 
bled th e plaiting of use rs 
111 a basket. 
Th is basket h ilted sword, as it was call­ 
ed, w as so closely allied to th e clay more 
of 
th e Scotch High landers th at th ey 
h ave frequently been mistaken one for 
th e oth er. 
Th e glorious epoch of th e sword, h ow­ 
ever, was reach ed in th e sixteenth cen­ 
tury . Great manual skill and a th orough 
training in th e arts were united in a 
marked degree 
111 th e artisans of th is 
period, and gave to th e products of th e 
industrial arts a permanent value and 
beauty . In th e sh ops of th e metal work 
ers th is proficiency reach ed a rare excel­ 
lence. 
War was tli*- m a m occupation of 
kings, and civil and m ilitary pageants 
were th e favorite pastime of roy alty . 
Th e armorers, consequently , were iu 
constant demand, and wa re untiring in 
th eir efforts to produce costly , brilliant 
arms and coats of mail. 
Great artists devoted all th e resource» 
of ih eir genius to tie* enrich ment of tlu 
sword. 
No metal was too precious, n< 
jewel too rare, no fancy too ingenious 
for its decoration.
